On receipt of information that some dacoits had collected 
in a house on the night of 13 /14th February, 1975, the 
Additional Superintendent of Police of Gogri, organised a 
raiding party consisting of two Sub Inspectors and a section 
of armed Police headed by Shri Ramji Singh. On reaching 
the house, Shri Ramji Singh alongwith a constable accom- 
panied the Additional Superintendent of Police to surround 
the criminals from the north and the east. When the raiding 
party challenged the criminals one of them, who was guard- 
ing the gate opened fire at the police party. During the 
encounter the criminals tried to escape but Shri Ramji Singh 
in complete disregard of danger to his life pounced upon one 
of the fleeing criminals and after a scure managed to over- 
power him. One of the criminals fired at the policy party 
injuring two of them. Under the orders of the Additional 
Superintendent of Police, Shri Ramji Singh then fired upon 
the assailants and managed to shoot them down. One of 
them died on (he spot and another on the way lo this 
hospital.

On the 11th March, 1977 the Post Commander of Lokchao 
Post near (he Indo-Burma border of the 5th buttalian Mani- 
pur Rifles received information that a large gang of insur- 
gents armed with automatic weapons was about to cross the 
Lokchao river and into the dense forest area around the post. 
The Post Commander immediately despatched a party con- 
sisting of Jamadar S. lbotombi Singh and 7 other men, A 
party was also despatched in another direction so as to block 
their escape route. At about 12.15 P.M. the party headed 
by Jamadar S. lbotombi Singh spotted a gang of 50 insur- 
gents armed with modem weapons at a distance of about 
15 yards. Tn spite of the fact that tile party headed by him 
was heavily outnumbered, Jamadar S. lbotombi Singh Imme- 
diately asked his men to charge at. the insurgents.

On the 26th April, 1977 at about 2.30 A.M. Sub-Inspector 
Rajenilra Nath Bazborah alongwith a Police party went to 
Phanipur village to conduct a raid for arresting certain 
wanted persons. The Police party managed to arrest the 
accused but one of them escaped. When the Police party, 
returning to the police station with the arrested persons, 
reached Mnjirgram Shri Rajendra Nath Bazborah received 
information that the wanted person had returned to his house 
and the stolen articles were in the house. Leaving the 
arrested persons in the custody of the remaining members of 
the party, Shri Bazborah came back to Dhanipur with an 
Assistant Sub-Inspector and two Constables. When the 
police parly reached the house ot the accused, he came out 
with a spear and challenged the police party. He was also 
joined by some other persons who were also armed with 

spears. Despite being outnumbered by the assailants, Shri 

Bazborah in litter disregard of his personal safety rushed 
forward to ancst the criminal but the later managed to 

deliver a blow with a spear on Shri Bazborah’s chest. The

Sub Inspector of the Moynaguri Police Station was detailed 
for patrolling the Dnbabari Jabramali area for locating a 
notorious absconding dacoit who was wanted in a Targe 
number of criminal cases. At about 23.30 hours the police 
parly arrived at Debabnri and joined local resistance group 
volunteers who were already patrolling i he village. During 
patrolling they heard sounds of firing in Jabramali on the 
other side of the Dhnraikuri river. The police party along- 
with four members of the resistance group rushed to Jabra- 
mali and found a gang of aimed dacoits being chased by 
some villagers along the river bank. At the sight of the 
approaching police party, the dacoits opened fire. Before 
(he. police party could retaliate, they succeeded in hitting 
one member of the local resistance group who subsequently 
died in Ihe hospital. While the other members of the police 
Party and resistance group lost ground because of the heavy 
firing bv the dacoits, Constable Loke Nath Barman stood 
firm and returned the fire. He fired 9 rounds and managed 
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to hit one of the dacoits who died on the spot. The other 
dacoits succeeded in escaping. The dead dacoit was found 
to be the absconding dacoit and with his death the enliic gang 
of dacoits was ultimately liquidated.

(ix) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled tn operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area and released as a consequence there- 
of; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country in n 
disturbed area and released ns a consequence there- 
of, who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Sche- 
duled Tribes; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
released as a consequence thereof; and 
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(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during lndo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and re- 
leased ns n consequence thereof who belong to the 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes.

APPFNDTX-II 

REGULATIONS If I LATINO TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations arc published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
The regulations arc also intended to provide guide lines to 
the medical examiners and a. candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations 
cannot be declared lit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a. candidate is nol lit according to the 
norms laid down in these regualtions, it would be permissi- 
ble for a Medical Board lo recommend to the Govern- 
ment of India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that 
he may be admitted to service without disadvantage to Gov- 
ernment. 

If should, however, be clearly understood that the 
Government of India reserve to themselves, absolute discre- 
tion to reject or accept any candidate after considering the 
report of the Medical Board. Tor the disabled ex-Dcfence 
Services Personnel and the Border Security Force Personnel 
disabled in operations during lndo-Pak hostilities of 1 '■*'/ • - 
and released as a consequence [hereof, the standards will be 
relaxed consistent with the requirement of the posts). 

1. To be passed ns fit for appoimment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free front any 
physical defect likely to interfere with tnc efficient performance 
of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla- 
tion figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the 
examination of the candidates, if there be any disproportion 
with regard to height, weight, and chest girth, the candidate 
should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the 
chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board. 

3. The candidate's height will be measured as follows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without 
rigidity and with the beds, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be 
depressed to bring the vertex of the head-level under 
the horizontal bar, and the height will be recorded 
in centimetres and parts of a centimetre to halves. 

4. flic candidate's chest will be measured as follows : — 

He will be made lo stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder bludcs 
behind and lies in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side and 
care will be taken that the shoulders are nol thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in 
centimetres thus K-1 89, 8(1-03.5 etc. In recording 
the measurements fractions of less than half a centi- 
metre should not. be noted. 


N.H , — The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before, coming to a final decision. 

5. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight re- 
corded in Kilograms fraction of half a Kilogram should 
nol be noted. 

6, Tile candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with following rules, 'flic result of each Lest will be recorded, 

(i) General . — The candidate’s eyes will be submitted to 
a general examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eyelids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render or arc likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Acuity . — 'The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
the distant, the other for near vision, Each eye will 
be examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidate shall, however, be re- 
corded by the Medical Board or other medical authority in 
every case as it will furnish, the basic information in regard 
to tire condition of the eyes. 

The standards for distant and near vision with or without 
glasses shall be as follows : —

For the services concerned with safely of the Public, c.g. 
pilots, drivers, guards, etc., the higher grade of colour vision 
is essential but for others the lower grade of colour vision 
should be considered sufficient. The same standards of colour 
vision should be applicable in respect of all engineering 
personnel in whose case colour perception is considered 
essential irrespective of the fact whether their duties involve 
field work or not. 

(in) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition with 
ease and without hesitation of signal red. signal green ahd 
while colours. The use of Tshihara’s plates,, shown in good 
light and a suitable lantern like Edrige Green shall be con- 
sidered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
cither of the two tests may ordinarily be considered sufficient, 
in respect of the services concerned with road, rail and air 
traffic, it is essential to carry out the lantern test. In doubt- 
ful cases where a candidate fails to qualify when tested by 
only one of the two tests, both the tests should be employed. 
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Note (4) — Field of vision — The field of vision shall be 
tested by the confrontation method Where such test gives 
Unsatisfactory or doubtful results the field of vision should 
be determined on the perimeter 

Note (5) — Night Blindness — Night blindness need not be 
tested as a routine, but only in special cases No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dr.rk adaptation is 
preset ibed The Medical Board should be given the discre- 
tion to improvise such rough tests, c g , recording of visual 
Acuity with reduced illumination or by making the candidate 
lecognise various objects m a darkened from after he/she 
has been there for 20 to 30 minutes Candidates own state- 
ments should not always be relied upon, but they should be 
given due consideration 

Note (6) — (a) Oculai conditions other than usual 
acuity — any organic disease or a progressive refractive error 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be 
considered as a disqualification 

(b) huchoma — Tiachoma unless complicated shall not 
ordinary be a cause for disqualification 

(c) Squint — Where the presence of binocular vision is 
essential squint, even if the visual acuity is of a prescribed 
standard should be considered as a disqualification 

(d) One eved persons — The employment of one-eyed indi-

N B — As a general rule any systolic pressute over 140 mm 
and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded as suspicious 
and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their filial opinion regardng the candidate s fitness oi 
otherwise The hospitalisation report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to ex- 
citement etc , or whethei it is due to any organic disease 
In all such cases X Ray arid electro cardiographic examina 
tions of hcait and blood uiea clearance test snould also be 
done as a routine Tilt final decision as to the fitness or 
otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Medical 
Board only 

Method of taking Blood Pies suie 

The mercuiy manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a lulc The measurement should not be taken with 
in fifteen minutes of -any exercise or excitement Piovided 
the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed, he may be 
either lying or sitting The arm is supported comfortably 
at the patients side in a more or less horizontal position 
The arm should be freed from clothes to the shoulder The 
culf, completely deflated should be applied with the middle 
of the rubbei over the inner side of the arm and its tower 
edge an inch or two above the bend of elbow The follow- 
ing turns ot cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation

Tf anv medical Certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibilitv of an error of Judge- 
ment in the decision of the first Hoard, the cct tificate will hot 
bo taken into consideration unless it contains, a note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 
iMven in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has 
already been rejected as unfit for service bv the Medical 
Board. 


The following intimation is made for (he guidance of the 
h dual Examiner. 

I he standard of physical fitness to be adopted should make 
due allowance for the age and length of set vice, if any, of 
the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified fot admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authoiity, as the case may be, that 
he has no disease constitutional affection or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him ot likely to unfit him fot 
that set vice. 

Tt should be undci stood that the question of fitness in- 
volves future ns well as the present and that one of 
the main objects of medical examination is to secure 
continuous effective service and in the case of 
candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
catly pension ot payments in case of premntuie 
death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous 
effective service, and that rejection of a candidate 
need nol be advised on account of t he presence of 
a defect which in on.lv u small pioportion of ease is 
found to inteilcu* with continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be coopted as a member of the Medi- 
cal Botud whenever a woman candidate is to be 
examined. 

Candidates appointed to the posts of Geologists (Tr.) and 
Assistant Geologists are liable for field service in 
or out of India. Tn the ease of such a candidate 
the Medical Board should specifically iccord their 
opinion ns to his fitness or olhetwtse for field 
service. 

The report of the Medical Board should be treated as 
confidential. 

Tn case whete a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government service, the grounds for 
(ejection may be communicated to the candidate in 
bio.id let ms without giving minute details regarding 
the defects pointed out by the Medical Ronrd. 

Tn cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be clu cd by treatment (medical or sur- 
gical) a statement to that efftjet should be recorded 
by the Medical Bontd. 

There is no objection to a candidate being informed 
of the Board's opinion to this effect by the appoint- 
ing authority and when a cine has been effected il 
will be open to the authorilv concerned to ask for 
another Medical Bontd.

This manual is intended to give you some information about 
the examination so that you do not suffer due to unfamiliarity 
with the type of examination. 

Nature of the Test 

The question paper will be in the form of test booklet. The 
booklet will contain items bearing number 1, 2, 3 ... etc. 

Under each item will be given suggested responses marked a, 
b, c, etc. Your task will be to choose the correct or if you 
think there are more than one correct, the best response. See 
sample question at the end. In any case in each item you have 
to select only one response; if you select more than one, your 
answer will be considered wrong. 

Method of Answering 

A separate answer sheet will be provided to you im the 
Examination Hall. You have to mark your answer on the 
answer sheet. Answers marked on the test booklet or in any 
paper other than the answer sheet will not be examined. 

In the answer sheet, numbers of the items from 1 to 200 
have been printed in four sections. Against each item res- 
ponses a, b, c, d, e are printed. After you have read each item 
in the test booklet and decided which of the given responses 
is correct or the best, you have to mark the rectangle contain- 
ing the letter of the response by blackening it completely with 
the pencil as shown in the enclosed specimen answer sheet. 
Your answer sheet will be scored by an optical scoring 
machine. It is, therefore, important that — 

1. You use only the pencil provided by the Supervisor; 
the machine may not read the marks with other pencils 
or pens correctly. 

2. If you have made a wrong mark erase it completely and 
remark the correct response. 

3. Do not handle your answer sheet in such a manner as 
to mutilate it.

4. After finishing the examination, submit the test booklet 
and the answer sheet to the Supervisor. YOU ARE 



5. Write clearly the name of the examination, your Roll 
number of the test booklet at the appropriate space 


provided in the answer sheet. You are not allowed 
to write your name anywhere in the answer sheet. 

6. You are required to read carefully all instructions 
given m the test booklet. Since the evaluation is 
done mechanically, you may lose marks if you do 
not follow the instructions meticulously. If any 
entry in the answer sheet is ambiguous then you will 
get no credit for that item. Follow the instructions 


given by the Supervisor. When the Supervisor asks . 
you to start or stop a test or a section of a test, yoir 
must follow his instructions immediately. 

7. Bring your Admission Certificate with you. You 
should also bring an eraser and a pen containing blue 
or black ink. You are not allowed to bring any 
scrape or rough paper, scales or drawings instruments 
into the examination hall, as they are not needed. A 
separate sheet will be provided to you for rough 
work. You should write the name of examination/ 
test, your Roil number and subject of the test and 
date on it before doing your rough work and return 
it to the Supervisor alongwith your answer sheet at 
the end of the test. Answers should be marked by 
blackening wit/, pencil as indicated above. ' Red ink 
should not be used on the answer sheet. 

Some Useful Hints 

Although the test stresses accuracy more than speed it is 
important for you to use your time as economically as pos*i- 
ble. Work steadily and as rapidly as you can, without be- 
coming careless. Do not worry if you cannot answer all 
questions. Do not waste time on questions which are too 
difficult for you. Go on to the other questions and, came 
back to the difficult cues later. 

As the possible answers for each question are given, yon 
may wonder whether or not to quess the answers to ques- 
tions about which you are not certain. If you know nothing 
about a question, better leave it blank. You will get better 
marks by omitting to answer such questions than by blind 
guessing. 

The questions are designed to measure your knowledge, 
understanding and analytical ability, not just memory. It 
will help you if you review the relevant topics, to be sure 
that you UNDERSTAND the subject thoroughly. 

Special Instructions 

After you have taken your seat in the hall the invigilator 
will give you the answer sheet. Fill up the required infor- 
mation on the answer sheet with your pen. After you have 
done this the invigilator will give you the test booklet. Each 
test booklet will be sealed in the margin so that no one 
opens it before the test starts. As soon as you have got 
your test booklet, ensure that it contains the booklet number 
and it is sealed, otherwise get it change. After you have 
done this, you should write the serial number of sour test 
booklet on the relevant column of the answer sheet. Yon 
are not allowed to break the seal of the test booklet until 
you are, asked, by the Supervisor to break it. 

Conclusion of Test 

Stop writing as soon as the Supervisor asks you- to stop. 
Candidates who do not stop will be penalised. 

After you have finished answering remain in your seat 
and wait till the invigilator collects the test booklet and 
answer sheet from you and permits you to leave the Hall. 
You are NOT allowed to take the test booklet and the 
answer sheet out of the examination hall. Those who vio- 
late this direction are liable to be penalised.
